If I had all the combs I wanted 1 take,
the combs from the top story and add to
the bottom body, simply using the top for a
nucleus to raise tbeyonng queen in.

The reason I think most beekeepers failed
in this plan was, they left five brood
frames in the hivo till the end of the sea-
son, and took all the honey they could get
in the sections, and then were disappointed
because there was so small a swarm of bees
left, and no honey to speak of to winter on;
and then they bad to be fed. and the swarm
was not strong enough to winter. My way
is different from any other 1 have ever
heard of, and it works better than any
plan I ever tried, became it keeps tho
warms big and strong all the time.

New Classification that Will Practically Ee-a- lt

in a Slicht Advance The Party

So small wa the atteudanee at the meet-

ing of the central traffic committee on re-

lation to onthern roads, called for yester-
day at 10 a. M.t that no important matters
rere taken no. Another meeting will be

called, to lie held in Cincinnati tne latter
part of this month.

Tne members of the Chicago and Obio
Eirer Traffic Association (freight depart-
ment) met at the Hates Ilonae at 10 a. M. yes-

terday, and ten entirsday was taken nt in
revising the commodity rates and restoring
to thtnr regular classification a number of
articles which hare been carried under the
commodity rates. Tnero are about eighty
articles which have been carried at sach
rates for some time past, and the number
has been considerably reduced ny a restora-
tion to clarification. While this means a
slight advance on such articles, tbere will
be ii3 Advance on the more important
articles which have come under the com-

modity rate list. Tho Chicago and Ohio
Hirer Traffic Association takes such notion
at tie request of the Central Tratlic Asso-
ciation, in order tbat there mar be more
uniformity in the territory covered and

the twoaseociations. It will
prevent a good deal of clashing between
roads over the rtiiierrneo in commodity and
clarified freight.

The general passengerafrenrs of the roads
in the) Chicago aud OhioKiver Traflio Asso-
ciation, who met iu Cincinnati on Wednes-
day, accomplished but little, ani the off-
icials yesterday returned to their respective
hesdfinarW.
